Recent Museum Publications. — Be- 
sides the History of the Museum by Miss 
Winifred E. Howe, which is reviewed in 
another column, the Museum has just 
published a volume which will be found 
useful by those who have occasion to refer 
to the Annual Reports, an Index 1 to these 

'The Metropolitan Museum of Art. Index 
to the Annual Reports of the Trustees of the 
Association. Vol. II, 1902-1912. New York, 
1913. (1) 188 pp. Octavo. 
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volumes from 1902 to 191 2. To quote 
from the prefatory note: 

"The Index to the Annual Reports of the 
Trustees for 1871 to 1902, published in 
1907, has been found so useful to those 
who have occasion to refer to these 
volumes that it has been thought desirable 
to publish an index to the reports issued 
since 1902 — a period of ten years — in a 
second volume. It has been deemed un- 
necessary, however, to reissue in one 
volume the reports covered by the present 
index, in order to secure a continuous 
pagination, as was done in the earlier 
instance. The difficulties in indexing have 
been overcome by the use in the references 
of the year coupled with the page, i. e., 
a reference to page 10 of the Annual 
Report for 1910 is indicated by 10:10." 

This occasion is taken, also, to call at- 
tention to an important contribution on 
the subject of the Museum in its active 
educational aspect which has been pub- 
lished by the Museum over the imprint 
of Messrs. Charles Scribner's Sons. 1 The 
volume contains four lectures which were 
delivered in the spring of last year as a 
part of the work attempted by the Museum 
in its active cooperation with the teaching 
force of the City. The object of the lec- 
tures was to show instructors in various 
departments how the Museum collections 
might be used by them in connection with 
the teaching of their subjects. They have 
been printed in the belief that their excel- 
lent presentation of the subject of school 
and museum cooperation demands a per- 
manent form. 

Some idea of their authority may be 
gained by the following list of contents: 

Museums of Art and Teachers of Eng- 
lish, by Stockton Axson, Professor of 
English in Princeton University; Museums 
of Art and Teachers of Art, by Kenyon 
Cox; Museums of Art and Teachers of 
History, by President G. Stanley Hall, of 
Clark University; and Museums of Art 
and Teachers of the Classics, by Oliver 
S. Tonks of Vassar College.

The Library. — During the past month 
the Library has received twenty volumes 
by gift and one hundred and eighty-two 
by purchase; thirty-four photographs have 
been added to the collection.

Among the important works added to the 
Library are Stryienski, C. La Galerie du 
Regent Philippe, Due d'Orleans, Paris, 
1912, which contains the most complete 
catalogue raisonne" of the works that com- 
prised the collections of the Dukes of 
Orleans; Paterson, A. Assyrian Sculptures, 
The Hague, 1912, Volume II, which treats 
on the Palace of Sennacherib; Drake, M. 
History of English Glass Painting, with 
some remarks upon the Swiss glass minia- 
tures of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, London, 191 2, which contains 
some excellent colored reproductions, and 
the text of which is supplemented by a list 
of the places where windows and impor- 
tant fragments may be seen and an alpha- 
betical list of Swiss artists in glass of the 
fifteenth, sixteenth, and seventeenth cen- 
turies; Baker, C. H. C. Lely and the 
Stuart Portrait Painters, a Study of Eng- 
lish Portraiture before and after Van Dyck, 
London, 19 12, two volumes, the first im- 
portant work in which the portraits by 
Lely appear; Ffoulkes, C. The Armourer 
and his Craft from the XI to the XVI 
Century, London, 1912, which contains 
descriptions of the methods by which ar- 
mor was made, of the material, tools, and 
utensils used, together with a list of 
armorers' marks and a polyglot glossary 
of words dealing with armor and weapons; 
Dayot, A. J. B. Simeon Chardin, Paris, 
n.d., which is well illustrated and contains 
a catalogue raisonne" of the paintings and 
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drawings by Chardin, and also a list of 
engravings executed after his works, by 
jean Guiffrey. 

Museum Lectures. — The first two 
months of 19 13 have witnessed a widening 
of the influence and helpfulness of the 
Museum through the initiation of work 
for the blind. Two lectures have been 
given in the Lecture Hall On January 
29th Mrs. Herbert Adams talked appre- 
ciatively on sculpture, and at the close 
of the hour the audience enjoyed seeing 
with their sensitive fingers a group of small 
bronzes brought from the galleries, repre- 
sentative work of such sculptors as Olin 
L. Warner, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 
Daniel Chester French, and other living 
artists. On February 26th Miss Frances 
Morris of the Museum Staff spoke on the 
musical instruments in a modern orchestra. 
Each listener was provided with a chart 
on which he might read in braille or New 
York point the names and customary 
positions of the instruments. At intervals 



the talk was interrupted while short solos 
were played on the instruments spoken of, 
in order that the distinctive quality of the 
sound produced by each might be recog- 
nized. For this interesting method of 
illustrating the lecture the Museum was 
indebted to a number of musicians. Again 
the listeners availed themselves eagerly 
of an opportunity to see a part of the 
Museum collection, musical instruments 
which had been selected to show the de- 
velopment from tne simplest forms to the 
perfected mechanism of to-day. The Mu- 
seum has a right to feel glad that this work 
has been begun and to expect it to grow in 
extent and practical value another season. 
On February 20th, by arrangement with 
Miss Elisabeth Marbury, a special lecture 
for members on The Paintings in the 
Galleries of France, was delivered to a 
large audience. The lecturer was Mr. 
Christian G. Brinton. To illustrate the 
lecture, Miss Marbury provided a large 
number of colored slides made by the 
French autochrome process.
